PRODUCTION of Morris cars for the 

Irish Free State market is being 
steadily increased at-the Portobello Works 
of Messrs. G. A, Brittain, Ltd., which 
covers an area of over two acres, and at 
the present time more than 200 men are 
employed. The majority of them have been 
trained in Dublin by the company, and 
their work is quite up to the standard of 
their colleagues in the English factory of 


| Morris Motors, Ltd. 


To deal with the increased demand for 


| the range of Morris cars in Ireland, 


| Messrs. Brittain have already undertaken 
an extension in order to house a section of 
their upholstery department and the pre- 
liminary work of this important branch of 
finishing the interiors of the cars. Further 
extensions are planned for the immediate 
future. 

Building cars on a large scale is a matter 
which calls for very careful planning in 
order to ensure a steady flow. The modern 
method of “‘ line production,” to make 
sure that this steady flow is maintained, 


Portobello. Their premises were large 
enough to enable them to lay down three 
production lines for the range of cars 
which they build. Looking down the long 
hall of the factory from the offices, one 
can see the stores, where the parts are 
taken in and checked on arrival from 
the manufacturers across the Channel. 
Then, stretching up towards the offices, 
are the production lines, so that the parts 
come straight out of the stores to the 
various points on the production line as 
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the car literally “ grows,” until it arrives 
at the office end of the factory to receive 
its final polish before being handed over to 
a customer. 


PRODUCTION LINES 


On one side of the building are the 
spraying booths, where the bodies are 
treated with a new cellulose plant, which 
ensures a smooth and brilliant finish. 
Next to these booths are the high-tempera- 
ture ovens, where the preliminary coats 
are baked to a glass-hard surface, which 
gives a final finish of the highest possible 
quality. ; 

The production lines along the shop are 
for the Morris “ Fig ‘Sixes ' (six- 
teen, eighteen, twenty-“ne and twenty-five 
horse-power models), and the “Ten ” and 
‘* Twelve-Fours.’”’ 

Between these lines, which are raised 
from the ground, where the bodies are as- 
sembled are the lines for the chassis 
assembly, so that by the time the end of 
the line is reached the body and chassis 


are ready to be joined together. 


It is doubtful if anyone outside the 
motor trade could appreciate the hun- 
dreds of operations which have to be gone 
through before a car is finished and made 
ready for the road. Where. possible the 
men are assisted by modern electrical 
machinery in the factory of Messrs. 
Brittain, thus making their task lighter 
and improving their efficiency. 


SPECIALISATION 


Specjalisation ia a big feature. of the 
Morris organisation. In England there 
factories owned by the Morris

Company. 


has been adopted by Messrs. Brittain at 
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the making of certain parts for this 
famous range of cars. Now, instead of 
going to Cowley for assembly, a number 
of these parts are shipped direct to 
Dublin, where Messrs. Brittain carry out 
exactly the same operations as in the 
main assembly plant of Morris Motors, 
Ltd., at Cowley, near Oxford, 
Specialisation has had a very big effect 
on the Morris cars. Since each factory can 
devote itself to the production of one spect- 
fied unit of the car the goods turned out by 
that factory naturally are of a high 
standard, and it is this factor which con- 
tributes largely to the success of the 
Morris cars not only in the English and 
Free State markets, but overseas as well. 
The introduction of specialisation in 
motor car manufacture was first introduced 
by Lord Nuffield in the Morris “ Eight,’’ 
and the success of this model completely 
justified his faith in the plan of distribut- 
ing the manufacture of various parts of 
the cars to several factories. The ‘‘Eight,”’ 
despite its modest horse-power, possesses 
many ‘‘ big-car’’ features. It has a 
sturdy and powerful engine, with a large 
diameter three-bearing crankshaft, steel- 
backed main bearings, and duplex roller 
chain camshaft drive. The frame is of a 
double box-sectioned type; suspension is 
on hydraulically controlled semi-elliptic 
springs. | 
In the early part of this article I 
mentioned the extension which Messrs. 
Brittain’s have just made in order to 
house their upholstering department. 
From this department the customer is 
offered a very wide choice in the range of 


colours for the upholstering of the interior 
of his car in order to add that final touch 
of comfort and distinction which makes 
the Morris an ‘‘ out of the ordinary ” car. 

These ‘‘ Eights’’ are officially termed

COMPARING CARS 


Surely there is variety enough in that 
range for the most fastidious of prospec- 
tive purchasers, but in the “ Series II,” 
cars—the ‘‘Sixes’’ and the ‘* Twelve-

car finished in grey and black. cellulose 
with blue leather upholstery, while the 
black car in these models has red up- 
holstery.

steering wheel, which relieves the driver 
of all vibrations and road shocks; while 
the whole car is insulated from engine 
vibration ‘by the use of equipoise floating 
rubber engine mountings. Water on brake 
drums is a not infrequent cause of accident, 
but in the Morris cars this is a 
factor that never need worry the driver. 
Lockheed hydraulic four-wheel brakes of 
an improved type are fitted to the ears, 


and these have special provision against | 


the ingress of water; the central hand 
brake has instantaneous adjustment from 
the driver’s seat. 


ATTENTION TO DETAIL 


Glaneing through the Morris catalogues 
one sees some very interesting photo- 
graphs showing ‘‘ close-ups’’ of little de- 
tails which are incorporated on the models 
of cars produced at Portobello. To the en- 
gineer these details show careful design- 
ing, and he can appreciate the difficulties 
which must have confronted both the de- 
signers and builders of the cars. But 
all these difficulties have been overcome, 
and the results are remarkably good. To 
the average motorist, who knows little of 
the engineering side of motor car produc- 
tion, it is these details which make all 
the difference to a car. Take door stops, 
for example. These are usually unsightly 
things, but in the Morris “ Ten” and 
“ Twelve-Four ”' catalogue there is a little 
photograph which shows how theso have 
been dispensed with, and replaced by neat 
metal stops of the concealed type which 
take up no body room.

After they are placed in the brooder, their | c 


behaviour shculd be carefully noted, as 
it is usually the best guide to the correct 
temperature. If they lie comfortably 
about the floor it is right; when they 
meá and keep their beaks open it ts too 
igh. If they huddle together the tem- 
perature is probably not high enough or 
there is a draught. Take stock of these 
indications “and act accordingly; but 
always remember that the heat of the 
birds is sufficient to raise. the tempera- 
ture by five degrees, hence this must 
enter into your calculations. The 
original temperature of, say, 85 degrees 
may usually be lowered after a few days, 
unless in very harsh weather, and as the 
chicks grow strong it is gradually 
lowered until after about seven weeks 
they pass from the foster- mother. This 
is another critical stage, at which the 
birds sometimes suffers from lack of 
aitention. After removal from the 
brooder they should have a storm lantern 
in their house for a few nights, until they 
become acclimatised, after which warm 


bedding will be sufficient.

TRADE WITH GREAT 
BRITAIN 


On the unequal basis of comparison avail- 
able, import values (nine months) in the case 
of Great Britain show a drop from 
£17,936,536 in 1934 to £14,783,217 last vear, 
while exports increased from £14,220,020 in 
1954 to £16,031,100 last year. Imports from 
Northern Ireland fell irom £1,484,015. to 
£416,059, while exports declined from 
£2.191,535 to £1,960,008. The figures for 
imports from other countries show that they 
advanced last year by £2,531,535, the total 
being £12,733,955, while exports went ahead 
from £1,152,137 to £1,623,550. 

Trade in the month of’ December, 1935, 
had a total value of £4,717,967, of which 
imports amounted to £2,934,809 and exports 
to £1,759,493, the adverse balance being 
£1,151,651. There was a mm of nearly a 
million pounds in the total trade as compared 
with November, but the adverse balance 
also droppea by rough!y £450,000. 

Imports from Great Britain for the month 
dropped by close on: £200 ,000 as compared 
with December, 1934, and exports increased 
by £169.000. Northern Ireland imports 
dropped by £91,000 to £37,600, while Free 
State exports fell from £171,287 to £163,027. 
There was a big jump in exports to Germany 
and America during the month. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 


The returns provide interesting figures 

respect of other countries, such as Spain, 
Germany, Canada, etc. In tLe case of Spain, 
with which a trade agreement is in existence, 
the Free State purchases ‘ncreased from 
£65,271 in the last nine months of 1934 to 
£171,936 in the same period last year, while 
exports to that country last year were nearly 
double those of 1934 at the total value of 
£70,836. 

Germany proved to be one of the best 
trading countries, for exports from the Free 
State advanced from £135,387 to £485,655, 
while imports fell from £1,832,292 to 
£1.011,746. In the case of Canada, imports 
increased from £944.619 to £998,821, while 
our exports increased in value from £29,884 
to £46,195. The United States’ sales to this 
country went from £1,427,301 to £1,976,231, 
while her purchases improved, climbing from 
£122.073 to £176,652. South Africa’s trade 
on the import side advanced from £286 to 
£48,050, and exports to that country were 
£47,521, an increase of nearly £15,000 

Brazl opened fresh trade. In 1933 (nine 
months) her sales amounted in value to £1. 
Last year in the same period she sold the 
Free State £86,528. while her purchases ip- 
creased re 7,051 to £17,240. Imports 
from Czechoslovakia went forward from 
£156,827 to £198,404. and exports jumped 
from £2,591 to £14,507. Heavier imports 
from Russia are indicated by the figures 
£254,562 (1934) and £351,541 (1935), while 
exports to that country leaped from £8 to 
£6.711.. Purchases from the Netherlands fell 
from £608,698 to £430.290, and the Free State 
exports rose from £44,218 to £52,393. 


UNSATISFACTORY FIGURES 


Balances in other countries present a more 
nsatisfactory picture. Imports from Aus- 
trAba went from £828,112 to £1,064,552, and 
xports to that country fell from £14.083 to 
£9.963. The value of goods imported from 
sritish India jumped from £33,671 to 
£979.579, while exports fell from £54,125 to 
£46.195. Exports to Palestine increased from 
(2.653 to £4,504, but imports jumped from 
£6,926 to £37,704. The Argentina sent goods 
to the value of £993,547 in the nine months, 
but took only £1,902 worth, this figure repre- 
senting a drop of nearly 50 per cent. in 
exports to that country. Imports from Bel- 
gium, totalling £814,994, showed a drop of

DISCUSSED AT LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT 
TRIBUNAL

ALLEGED INADEOUACY 


OF ESTIMATE

HE J.ocal Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
2 sat yesterday at the Four Courts, Mr. 
C, Gavan Duffy, K.C., Chairman, 
resided, ‘Lhe other members present were :— 
fr. RK. J. Baker, Inspector of Audits, and 
Mr. ‘I’. C. Courtney, M.K., Chief Engineering 
Adviser; Mr, J. Garvin, LL.B., Secretary. 

At the opening of the session the Chairman 
asked: ‘‘Is there any appearance for the 
Dublin Corporation? " ‘here was no reply. 

Mr. Denis A. Hegarty, accountant to the 
Dun Laoghaire Borough Corporation, said 
that the costs of water distribution amounted 
to £38.094, of which 85 per cent. was con- 
tributed by the city. ‘Lhe population of 
Dublin, he said, was ten times that of Dun 
Laoghaire. Ha agreed with the apportionment 
of the management expenses in connection 
with the water supply. Loan charges were not 
proportioned. He appreciated fully the vast 
amouut of work which would be involved m 
segregating the costs exa¢tly. He was of 
opinion that 10 per cent. was entirely too 
low a figure to attribute to loan charges on 
city works, 

It had been stated on behalf of the Dublin 
Corporation that the cost of distribution in 
Dun Laoghaire would be _ proportionately 
muth the same as that of Dublin City, but 
the ratio of Dublin City to the Borough, 
taking into account the population, valuation, 
etc., was at least 10 to 1, and accepting 
the Dublin Corporation figure for distribu- 
tion costs, the rates to the Borough distribu- 
tion costs was also approximately 10 to 1. 
It was manifestly wrong to assume that the 
ratio of loan charges on distribution would 
be only 14 to 1. That figure should be 
in the neighbourhood of £12,000, and, allow- 
ing for any exceptional circumstances, not 


less than £10,000. 
AN 


The witness said that another important 


factor which should not be overlooked was’ 


the right given to the Dublin Corporation to 
utilise the Dun Laoghaire distribution system 
to supply various bodies in the Dun Laoghaire 
area. The water passed through the Dun 
Laoghaire system, and was metered as it 
passed therefrom to special consumers, who 
pid direct to the Corporation of Dublin. 

un Laoghaire was not compensated in any 
way for granting this facility. Last year the 
supply to these consumers was 6,099,000 
gallons. The consumers were the Board of 
Works, the Irish Lights Board, the London, 
Midland and Scottish mail boats, the Great 
Southern Railway and some private con- 
sumers. From this supply, at Is. per 1,000 
gallons, the Borough would derive a gross 


reserve of £305 at a cost for water of £75, 


leaving a net surplus of £232. 

Referring to the Dublin Corporation 
estimate of £380 as the annual cost of main- 
tenance. etc., In connection with the water 
supply for the added area, Mr. Hegarty said 
that it seemed hardly possible that the service 
could be maintained at a cost that was little 
more than the salary of one water inspector. 
He thought that the cost of maintenance 
should not be-less than £600, and that to 
that amount should be added at least £100 
for sundry administrative expenses. 

The witness submitted figures to show that 
the net loss of revenue to the Dublin Cor- 
poration in the event of transfer of the 
undertaking would be £1,710 per annum, 
which Mr, Jackson, on behalf of the Dublin 
Corporation, had estimated at £3,610. 

The appearances were—Mr. James Geoghe- 
gan, K.C.; and Mr, W. G. Fallon (instructed 
by Mr. T. Early, solicitor), for the Dublin 
County Council; Mr. E, J. Kelly, K.C., and 
Mr. F. Monks (instructed by Mr. E. J.

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C. (Chairman), 
presided at the hrst public session of the 
cCominittee of Inquiry into the Patent, Design 
and ‘Trade Mark Law, held at 45 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

the members of the Committee were :— 
Professor Thomas J. Nolan, Mr. Joseph 
Walker, L.D.s., R.C.8.1.; Mr. J. J. Dowling, 
M.A.; Mr. Peter L. McEvoy, Mr. Henry M. 
V/hitton, Barrister-at-Law; Mr. Edward A. 
Cleary, Barrister-at-Law, and Mr. P. J. 
McKenna (Secretary). 

The first witness called was Mr. F. H. 
Litton, of the firm of Messrs. MacEntee and 
Litton, patent agents, of Westland row. 
Dublin. He said that Section 14 of the In- 
dustrial and Commercial Property Act of 1927 


was one of the most important sections. It. 


was essential that it should be enforced. Fur- 
ther, he mentioned that certain sections of the 
Act in regard to technical examinations of 
patents were not being carried out. 

The Chairman—You are = suggesting an 
amendment to the Act?—Yes; that nothing 
in the Act should give the Controller power 
to dispense with the examination, as required. 

The Chairman—Is there anything in the 
Statute that gives such power to the Con- 
troller?—No, nothing; but it has been dis- 
pensed with in certain cases. The law is 
there, but for some reason it is not being 
carried out, The reason for my suggestions 
are to see that it should be carried out. 

There had been, he added, complaints from 
some of their applicants in Germany that there 
had been some deijays in the specifications 
being examined; and when in February, 1933, 
he had asked the Examiner what was happen- 
ing, he had been told that on instructions 
which had been received 
aminations were not to be carried out. 

The inquiry was adjourned until 3.15 on 
Friday next. 


AN OLD IRISH FAMILY

A large brass tablet has been erected in 

St. John’s Church, Longford, to the memory 
of the Cordner family, which had been con- 
nected with the parish for the past four hun- 
dred years. This family (originally Kennedy) 
received a grant of land of considerable extent 
beside Longford from King Henry VIII. A 
couple of years ago “Miss Adelaide Cordner,

An urgent call for help has 
been circulated, however, and it is ex- 
pected that the Ontario Government snow 
plough will succeed in reaching the village 
by nightfall.

THE CREATION OF AN 
IRISH: SCHOOL

R. MICHAEL MacLIAMMOIR lives 
M in the Southern suburbs of Dublin. 
As an ordinary citizen I might have 
found him with a grey muffler about his 
neck pushing snow from the doorpath with 
a big asm As a fact, when an /rish Times 
reporter saw hin: om a _ well-advanced day 
he was reclining on a sofa, attired in green 
pyjamas and a dressing-gown, multi-coloured 
as Joseph’s cout. He looked at me with 
large, inquiring eyes, as if he had awaked 
and was still unaware of this wicked world. 
It was, therefore, with somewhat of a shock 
that I soon learned he had once blacked a 
woman's eye, and is a Corkman 
My people, he said, are oí Limerick and 
Clare stocks. I was born in Cork, but am 
supposed by some to be a Westerner. I 
learned Western Irish from OConaire. I 
was very proud when I was given the illus- 
tration of his translated books. 1 wish they 
had been in Gaelic. This last remark touches 
the. keynote of Mr MacLiammoir’s. purpose 
in life. He says he 1s fighting a war of 
independence. 


A REAL CAPITAL 


1 want to see Dublin a cea! capital, and, 
on my own side of the work, I like to have 
a hand in the making of it, ! would like 
to have a hand in creating Dublina theatrical 
and artistic capital. I want to create an 
Trish school, not merely dependent. on the 
fact of being Irish or on the ground of quaint- 
ness or ‘‘otherness.’’ I would like to see 
a group of actors—able to eain a good liveli- 


hood here—playing, not only Irish plays, but | 


plays that have left their mark as world- 
masterpieces. 

“I remember being greatly impressed in 
Berlin by a Russian company. They per- 
formed two plays. One was a Gogal comedy 
and the other Oscar Wilde’s ‘Salome.’ The 
laiter was almost more essentially Russian 
than the Gogal. T would tike to create 
the same type of theatre in Dublin. My 
aim is to produce at the Gate world plays 
of individual stamp which people would 
come to see, just as we went to the Moscow 
Art Theatre to see them doing ‘ Hamlet 
or the ‘Cherry Orchard.’ ”’ 


ARTIST AND ACTOR 


Mr. MacLiammoir founds his hopes and 
theories on a very wide experience. He is 
a playwright, author, actor, artist, and 
designer of theatrical production. He 
studied painting at the Slade School, and 
under Professor Fred Brown, and was there 
with the late Ambrose McEvoy, A.R.A., who 
had a unique sense of colour harmony. He 
has lived in Spain, Italy, Switzerland, Ger- 
many and France. He was 
youthful “' exile” in England when the read- 
ing of one of Yeats’s ~~ put the idea 
of coming back to Ireland into his mind 
and the desire to do something here. 

“I began to learn Irish,” he said. “Jt 
was about 1914 that I first came in touch 
with the (Gaelic League. Like so many 
others, I ttied writing stories in Irish, but 
I did not publish them.” 

You later published fairy stories for 
children in Irish, I said, and, recollecting 
one of them, I asked; ‘‘Do you believe in 
fairies? "

cryptically, “I believe iu the possibility of 
everything.” He added, ‘‘A witch saved 
me from sins burned alive.”

1 began to learn Irish, and later went to 
the Slade School to study) painting. I was 
still full of the theatre, but did not want to 
act agai. I wanted to paint and possibly 
write, but I am not so suite about that. In 
1917 I made my first appearance on the Lon- 
don stage at the Haymarket Theatre, but 
my mind was full of painting and Irish 
nationalism, and I must hav2 acted badly. 
My ambition was to become a stage designer. 
1 was greatly influenced by Yeats and 
Gordon Craig. My first disappointment in 
Ireland was in finding what a closed door 
stage designing was in those days. ! found 
in Dublin that. it was a question to which 
no thought had been given, and that people 
did not seem to know what you meant when 
you talked of stage design. 1 remember 
having long talks with Arthur Shields—we 
were great friends—at the Abbey Theatre 
‘about the ideal theatre from the point of 
view of the stage decoratar. 

“When I went back to ithe stage in Mac- 


clothes and costumes for him—I met Hilton 
Edwards, and found we had a lot of ideas 
in common about the stage, and the Gate 
Theatre was the actual result.” 

And the outcome? 

“I definitely wanted a theatre here. My 
experience has taught me that stage design 
wants space and money. I] have made a 
step towards what I wanted to do, and | 
have learned the necessity of a _ limitless 
Í supply of technical facts, I have learned 
enough to want a bigger stage.

American breeders are, I believe, appeal- 
ing for a revision of the rules governing 
the conditions of eligibility to the English 
General Stud Book. They are claiming 
the complete recognition of the American 
Stud Book by the Jockey Club. Although 
no fault can really be found with Omaha’s 
pedigree—he is by Gallant Fox out of 
Flambino—owing to two strains of 
American blood he cannot be entered :n 
the English Stud Book. This is probably 
because a great deal of the American 
blood is said to trace back to some 
obscure beginning. 


A Free Library 


The Town Council of Crewe—that 
English railway town so very familiar to 
Irish travellers in England—has agreed to 
accept from the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company the gift of a 
fully-equipped library and news-room. 
The library consists of some 235,000 
volumes, and it was until very recently 
conducted as a subscription library for 
railway people. Although the library 
buildings were recently modernised, the 
history of the institution goes back to the 
early days of “‘ self-help’’ in England, 
when the workers themselves organised for 
the provision of those cultural luxuries 
which were later agreed to be national 
necessaries. And it was mainly by these 
libraries and news-rooms that the English 
workers educated themselves in the middle 
of last century. From these institutions 
came the leaders of English workingelass 
movements—trade union, .¢O tive, 
friendly society, thrift funds Gal ceiling. 
society—which have been an outstanding 
feature of the history of the English 
workers. Since libraries were provided 
gratuitously by local authorities the need 
for such institutions as that at Crewe 
became less urgent, and the railway com- 
pany was running it at an annual loss. . 
The L.M.S. will now get £10 a year rent 
for the building. 


The “Great Argument”

It is possible that. instead of ““ The 
Great War” future generations may 
come to call the affair “ The Great Argu- 
ment.’’ ‘Who Won the War?” and 
“Who Started the War?” have been 


bones of contention throughout at least 


three Continents since the War ended. 
Now, evidently, there are two new con- 


tenders for titles; one for starting the 


War, the other for winning it. It has 


been reported that in a newly-issued 


“ Handbook for German Soldiers,’’ the 


distinction of having started the Great 


War is given to Great Britain, which is 


credited with having violated German 
neutrality and thus compelled Germany 


to fight. The distinction of having won 
the War is, evidently, claimed by Italy, 


which, according to a Fascist newspaper, 


“ gave victory to the Allied generals, who 


were already resigned to another winter 
in the trenches.’’ When Napoleon said 
—as he is confidently reputed to have 
said—that ‘‘ history is a fable agreed 
-upon,” he may have realised that it was 


agreement rather than fable that made 


history. It will be interesting to specu- 
late what kind of fable will ultimately be 


“agreed upon '” for those four eventful 


years for which the current title in 


English seems to be “The Great 


Slaughter.”’

we are concerned or bothered with 

the future, there seems that there 
will be three literatures in the English 
language—English, Irish and American,” 
said Mr. T. $. Eliot, the distinguished poet 
and editor of the Criterion, in the course of a 
lecture which he gave at University College, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Eliot said that in some respects they 
were better off, because of the absence of an 
overshadowing personality in poetry; for the 
immediate effect of a great poet was fre- 
quently rather stiffing. Tradition in the 
largest sense was not kept alive merely by 
each generation patterning itself on the 
previous generation. General literacy and 
wide reading was importait. The poet. could 
not help being influenced at the beginning; 
therefore, as he could not help being in- 
fluenced it was better that he should _be 
subject to so many influences in order that 
eventually his- own originality might be 
brought out. Even thongh a poet had 
original taJent, in a sense, originality had to 
be cultivated. 

There were two ways of fertilising litera- 
ture. One of them was by new contact with 
an older period of itself, while the other 
way .was by contact with contemporary 
literature. For instance, in the time of the 
Tudors the fertilisation had come from 
abroad. The influence of Italy was 1im- 
portant. The romantic age in English litera- 
ture was largely an example of fertilisation 
by an earlier period. 

The finest poetry which Byron had written 
was that which he had written in the form 
which he had taken from the Italian poetry 
of the Renaissance. 

“TIT cannot help wondering how my own 
efforts would have developed; whether they 
would have developed at all supposing the 
poets of the last century had survived, and 
supposing they had gone on developing and 
increasing in power,” said Mr. Eliot. “' What. 
did happen was that they made it possible 
for me to discover the French poets. There 
is one man who did survive—Mr. Yeats—but 
in my formative period I failed to appreciate 
his work.” 

Mr. Eliot said that the general conception 
was that Ireland was so different from what. 
it was thirty years ago that one felt that a 
new generation would be writing a different 
kind of poetry—different from its prede- 
cessors.

Despite the 
championship of Beecham,” Delius’s work 
was long in gaining the position it 
merited. Save for a Yorkshire paper, he 
received little. recognition in England, 
and, though he did much better abroad,

COMPLIMENT 
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THE “PENGUIN BOOKS” 
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Line rumour has misled me, it is 
on the cards that a new supplemen- 
tary volume of the Dubhn University 
Calendar will appear within the near 
future. The new volume will be one of the 
enormously useful ‘‘ red calendars,’ the 
last of which, I think, saw the light some- 
where about the beginning of the Great 
War.

The compilation of such a 
book as this “ red calendar,” of course, 
will have its compensations for the editor, 
who is bound to be led into some interest- 
ing by-paths of history and personality ;

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High Treason. By Colonel V. K. Kaled'a.

OLONEL KALEDIN, faced ‘with the 
task of making the incredible seem 
plausible, has produced something: that 
justifies amply Sir fan Hamilton s 
exclamatiion: “ M¥ eye, it is some book.”’ 
Sir Ian made this observation in his pre- 
face to ‘High Treason’’; but later he 
paid it a more restrained compliment. 
‘‘Colonel Kaledin,” he says, “is an 
authentic ex-spy, and generally speaking 
the truth of what he says about himself 
and his adventures’ has been verified.’ 
We ourselves believe firmly in the truth 
of Colonel Kaledin's reminiscences—on 
the indefensible grounds that he could not 
possibly have invented them. Nine 
Surrealists,, working in co-operation with 
an imaginative and thirsty sailor in a 
public-house, never could have given birth 
to anything one whit as bewildering, . or 
one fraction as staggering, as this account 
of four cases andertaken by the St. Peters- 
burg Personal Court Branch of the 
Russian Intelligence Service. 


Four Cases 


The book, in essence, tells of the 
assassination of Premier Stolypin, of the 
theft of the Baranova formula, of the 
Brest Litovsk drainage contract, and of 
the Black Mass of Hannula.

The Footnotes 


In his desire to set the seal of truth 
upon his tale Colonel Kaledin has 
festooned it. with an amount of detail 
that would be considered excessive in an 
auctioneer’s catalogue. Firstly, there are 
the footnotes, a prominent part of the 
book ; and here is one of the more com- 
prehensible and concise. In reference to 
a certain murder Colonel Kaledin makes 


the annotation—‘' The reason for this! 


atrocious murder, a cause celébre in the 
spring of 1904, may be traced in the work 
‘An Examen of Witches,’ by Henry 
Broguet, 1598: see page 103—riol ad 
Feruch de ab.dit. ere,. caus. II 13.’’ 
Secondly, we have a plethora of names, 
the possessors of which have nothing to 
do with the Baranova formula, or 
Premier Stolypin, in a way which assists 
the wondering reader. ‘‘In the back- 
ground,’’ says the author, “ were General 
Rzeévski, yeneral Balek, © Lieutenant- 
General Naumoff, Commander Kotche- 
tovsky, Secretarv of State Baron Oster- 
Zigmar-Dorp, Vice-Admiral Dobrovolsky, 
Gentlemen of the Chamber Florinsky—’’ 
and more, and more, and more. Tastly, 
foreign words are inserted in the ‘text— 
but, unluckily, wifhout footnotes. ‘‘ With 
a sibilant ara the gyutare clapped his 
hands. I saw a typical qeisha-joyii enter. 
She tuned her samisen at the request of 
D. 12;” and it only remains for D. 13 to 
make a mocking comment in his habitual 
slum French for the reader to scize the 
next page in the hope of light. “ High 
Treason”’ is certainly a book to be 


borrowed. 


The Life of the Ocean 
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A Natural History of the Seas. By E. G. 
Boulenger. London. Duckworth. 7.6 net. 


HERE is hardly any authority on 
natural history so competent to write 
about the strange inhabitants of the ocean 
as Mr. Boulenger, who is director of the 
aqyuarium at the London Zoo. In the 
resent volume he covers a wide range af 
life in the seas, from the simplest forms of 
life, the protozoa, which constitute the 
essential portion of the sea’s population, 
to the largest, including molluscs, reptiles, 
fishes and mammals. Among the hundreds 
of creatures described are a jellyfish with 
a diameter of as much as eight feet and 
tentacles one hundred and twenty feet in 
length; a crab which may span eleven feet 
across its outspread arms, and a shellfish, 
the giant clam, of the Barrier Reef, which 
is known to attain a-lsngth of four or five 
féet and weight a thousand pounds. 

In his account of the hes the author 
mentions that many are known to live for 
more than sixty years, while the shortest 
lived fish, the goby, exists for a single year 
only. Among the'mammals, the whale 
known aa the blue rorqual, which reaches 
a lenath of over eighty feet, is described 
as the largest living creature—recent or 
extinct. In a final chapter, dealing with 
sea monsters, including the Loch Ness 
monster, Mr. Boulenger endeavours to dis- 
pose of some of these mysterious creatures 
to the satisfaction of the reader.

British Naval Armaments 


H.M.S. Newcastle, which was launched 
yesterday in silence, is the first of a class 
of powerful cruisers, of which seven others 
are under construction. It was intended 
to be a vessel of 7,000 tons, but in conse- 
quence of the size of the new cruisers built 
by the United States and. Japan, the 
tonnage was increased by 2,000, and the 
armament raised from eight to twelve 
6-inch guns. The mounting of the guns in 
triple turrets is an innovation in the 
British Navy, and, in addition to the 
main armament, the anti-aircraft equip- 
ment is urusually powerful. There are

THE NEW PREMIER

STATESMAN, SOLDIER, 
EPICURE 


M. Albert Sarraut is the one of France’s 
elder statesmen who has had the widest 
experience of the outside world. He is 
certainly the one who has had the most 
hair-breadth adventures. This jovial, 
rotund, portly bespectacled gentleman is 
a blend of Mr. Pickwick, Tartarin de 
Tarascon and an Eastern potentate. 

Born at Bordeaux in 1872, he held his 
first Under-Secretaryship in 1906—in the 
Sarrien Cabinet. At 39 he was appointed 
for the first time to the Government 
service: in Indo-China. There he had 
countless escapes from assassination and 
earned the nickname “ the cat with nine 
lives.”” In 1914 he was Minister of Public 
Instruction in the Viviani Ministry. 

In 1915 he went to the front, and served 
with distinction at Verdun, winning the 
Croix de Guerre. In 1916 he went back 
to Indo-China as Governor-General. A 
Chinese Communist emptied his automatic 
into him—but once again he survived. 


PREMIER FOR A MONTH 


He was Minister for the Colonies in five 
successive Ministries from 1920-24, a 
member of the French delegation at the 
Washington Conference, 1921-22, and he 
was Minister of the Interior in the fourth 
Poincare Cabinet in 1928. Since then he 
has held the Ministry of Marine twice, and 
that of the Colonies three times. He was 
Premier for a month, but fell as the result 
of the reduction of Civil Service salaries. 

Under M, Doumergue he was Minister 
of the Interior, but resigned after the 
Marseilles assassinations, as being 
technically responsible for the police 
arrangements. All parties agreed that no 
blame attached to him. 

With his brother, Maurice, he is co- 
owner of the important Radical organ, 
La Depeche de Toulouse, which enables the 
two brothers to rule like sultans over eight 
whole departments in the South of France. 
In private life he is an epicure ‘and 
hedonist, and is steeped in literature and 
art. : 

M. Flandin, Frances new Foreign 
Minister, who succeeded M. Doumergue as 
Prime Minister in November, 1934, was 
one of the youngest Premiers that France 


has ever had.

Negelli was taken at noon to-day after 
a brisk bombardment by 24 aeroplanes. 
Resistance was of the feeblest, as the 
whole town was completely evacuated... 

General Graziani and his Staff passed 
through the front line, and the General 
himself was the first to enter Negelli, a 
town composed of some hundreds of the 
usual Abyssinian hovels.

SWIFT ADVANCE 


The column’s final ten-mile dash across 
a plain resembling Salisbury Plain was 


cavalrymen followed in lorries and entered 
with cheers. 

Yesterday’s advance was very swift, and 
we are at present encamped 25 miles from 
Negelli. . 

Small bands of Abvyssinians 
brushed aside by the Italian columns 
firing from their lorries without deployiny. 
A score of prisoners—all of them half- 
famished—were taken. Italian soldiers 
shared with them their small water ration 
and gave them food. 

They told me they were afraid to sur- 
render because they had been told their 
heads would be cut off. 

The life of one emaciated youth was saved 
by camphor injections. 

Not one habitation in Negelli had been 
touched by the aerial bombardment, but a 
certain number of heavy bombs had fallen 
In open spaces within the town. The 
Abyssinian camp, however, two miles dis- 
tant, was destroyed and set on fire.

WELLS CAPTURED 


The Abyssinian trenches were evidently 
hastily abandoned on receipt of the news 
of the Italians’ lightning approach. 
Cartridges of all types and varicties lay 
about, together with scribbled messages and 
other evidences of recent occupation. 

The Italian advance has made available 
a large number of priceless wells. The Siltu 
wells are capable of giving 4,000 gallons of 
water a day from a permanent spring. 
The following interesting facts demon- 
strate the extreme mobility of the 
mechanised troops :— 

The cavalry column was rushed four 
hundred miles from Dolo towards the right 
flank four days before the advance began, 
because it was feared that Ras Nasibu 
intended to forestal the Italian move by 
attacking the right flank. 

The fear proved untrue, so the whole 
column of two thousand men, with all their 
supply services, returned to Dolo and 
started to advance on the following night. 
Thus they have travelled over 900 miles 
in the past eleven days, despite appalling 
roads. |

CLONMEL, Friday. 

An interesting decision in connection with 
the Housing Acts was given in two cases at 
(‘lonmel. Circuit Court to-day, when William 
H. Haslam and Mrs. K. Cashen, landlords, 
applied against demolition orders made in 
respect of four houses in Carrick-on-Suir. 

Giving his decision, Judge Sealy said that 
Carrick had a very bad lot of working-class 
houses. There were about 300 or of 
these houses. in the town, and, in the opinion 
of the Urban Council’s engineer, 300 of these 
should be condemned. Of the 300 some were 
pretty good, and others very bad. 

Looking at the problem from the outside. 
one would think that the way the Council 
would tackle the problem would be to wipe 
out the worst houses first, instead of what 
had happened there, as in other towns, where 
the best houses were wiped out first. 

In the present cases the appellants’ houses 
were above the ordinary standard of accom- 
modation m the town for working-classes. 
That was the criterion on which he must go, 
according to the Act, and, therefore, he had 
to find in favour of the appellants. He

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CORK TRADERS’ 
REVIEW 
ECONOMIC SITUATION 
IMPROVING 
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A review of the Free. State's economic 
situation is contained in the report of the | 
Council of the Cork Incorporated Chamber of 
Commerce and Shipping for the year 1935. 

An improvement in the situation is noticed 
by the Vouncil—a decline in the adverse trade 
balance for the first time since 1930, and a 
genera], though not very rapid, improvement 
in the internal commerce, shown by the 
increase in railway receipts and bank clear- 
ances. ‘I‘hese are attributed in the report to 
several causes, the principal of them. being 
the increased prosperity of the Free State’s 
‘* chief customer,’ Great. Britain, the effect oi 
the Coal-Cattle Pact, and industrial develop- 
ment. Any satisfaction to be derived by the 
agricultural exporter from the fact that the 
live exports had increased in the first eleven 


months of the year by £1,037,450 as compared |. 


with 1934, and that agricuitural exports had 


be greatly increaséd, and that the special 
duties, now reaching £4,690,000, exceed the 
withheld land annuities. 

The report states also that although the 
restriction of imports had led to the develop- 
ment of industries, the consequent decrease 
in competition had raised the cost of living. 
An increasing demand for the right kind 
of national securities is noticed, the report 
stating that that demand will continue and 
resent sound financial policy 
is continued. The actual increase im taxation 
since 1931 is at the rate of £6,000,000 @ year; 
but, the report states, the hidden taxation is 
a serious additional burden on the con- 
sumer or taxpayer. Commenting on a 
memorandum published by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, which stated that 
une'ployment figures had been affected by 
the registration of persons hopeful of obtain: 
ing work in the new industries, and claimed 
thas aggregate employment in 1934 was 
greater than in 1926, 1931 or 1933, the report 
asks: is employment keeping pace with the 
increase of 20,000 per annum in the popula- 
tion?

STRONG PROTESTS 


During 1935, the report states, the Council 
of the Chamber made “ strong protests” 
against suggestions to end the limited conrt 
jurisdiction in lunacy and company winding- 
up matters “ which had been most satisfac- 
torily carried om in the Cork Circuit Court” ; 
against the tendency of legislation to give 
unlimited powers to Ministers, and against 
the continuance of the corporation profits 
tax, Towards the end of the year, realising 
that the abolition of the Senate was virtually 
accomplished, the Council passed a resolu- 
lion stating that it considered that a respon- 
sible second chamber was absolutely essen-. 
tial, and suggesting that the Government be 
requested to appoint a Commission to draft a 
scheme for a second chamber. 

The Council reiterates its opinion that trad- 
ing by the State in competition with private. 
individuals is undesirable, and regrets that 
this tendency on the part of the Free State 
Government had increased in 1955. 

The report states that in the Cork Muni- 
cipal School of Commerce, during the session 
1934-35, there were 634 students. as compared 
with 567 during 1932-33, and. 597 during 1933.

shire of parents who were musical people, 
though parey amateur. ' [In such circum- 
stances she had the opportunity of being 
much nearer to music than the ordinary 
anger. She ‘started to learn the piano at 
four yedrs of age, ard began the violin at 
five, and these facts made an enormous diffe- 
rence to her in her. future life. Owing to 
the death of her father she had to give 
sa the hope of going to'the Royal College of 
Music,- where her name had been entered. 

One day, when walking down a street in 
Cheltenham, she saw a scholarship for singers 
advertised in a window. | She entered for it. 
At her first examination for the scholarship 
Sir Hubert Parry; Sir Walter Parratt and 
Dr, Stanford were present. It came to a 
final contest between three, and she and 
Kirkby» Lunn got the scholarships. In 
1894 she went up to college, at which she 
studied for five years, her ‘scholarship hay- 
ing been extended by two years. 

Her first engagement was in a church, 
where she had to sing the whole Service, in- 
cluding the tenor solo, because the tenor 
could not get up to the high notes. Her 
first fee was 10s. 6d., and she thought she 
had got a fortune. She was well on her way 
to being a professional singer when she 
joined Sir Frank Benson. 


OPERA 


Later she went to Dresden, having had 
very little experience of opera. In England, 
she said, there was no opera, unless by 
private enterprise. In Germany it belonged 
to the State. Whether it would be satis- 
factory to have opera run. by the State in 
this country was a debatable point. . In 
Germany a singer was engaged fer a number 
of years, and got a salary sufficient to keep 
him or her, if not to provide luxuries. On 
each occasion of a performance they got 
something ‘extra, so that they knew what 
they .were: able fo earn. In England that 
was.an uneertain quantity. 

Th Germany the performer got a chance of 
starting: at the bottom of the ladder of opera, 
lat in, England a singer had to go on the opera 
‘Stage straight ‘away. It was for that reason 
bi eos ang. ara English: singers: were 

eo “ae oi Si Suis á; é . 


Lady. Harty.. mentioned many eminent 
singers whom she had met with in the course 
of her career. She had sung at St. George’s 
Chapel in the presence of Queen Victoria and 
the present ex-Queen of Spain, who sat at 
Her Majesty’s feet. She used to spend her 
holidays: abroad in order to keep up her 
French and German. Regarding singers, she 
said that they would find themselves so 
much more able to do things if they spoke 
languages. If she had not done so, she 
would never have heen able to accomplish 
what she did when she came to Covent 
Garden in 1902. 

Mentioning Madame Melba, Lady Harty 
said she always went to hear her sing, and 
believed she never heard her sing anything 
that she did not sing well: she -had such per- 
fect poise. 

She thought that the old Italian method 
of be/ canto could not be beaten. She men- 
tioned association with Sir Edward Elgar and 
Madame Albani, who was always extra- 
ordinarily kind to her. In 1911 she joined 
the Quinlan Opera Company, one of the finest 
ever’ formed since the time of Carl Rosa. 
With it she came to Dublin. She always 
thought that Dublin audiences loved opera 
better than anything else. She had a most 


ful experience in every possible way, When 
the war came slie did a great deal of war 
work among sailors for two-and-a-half years. 
Later she became a director of the English 
National Opera Company. It was illfated, 
and ended in disaster. After that, concluded 
Lady Harty, I got my decoration, of which I 
am very proud: not many singers have been 
decorated. :

was sure that the Club’s other two repre- 
sentatives » the Board, 
Major J. Courtauld, would agree to bring 
the Ber forward at the first oppor- 
lunitvy. He added that, provided . the 
present position in regard to the 
business brought to the totalisator by out- 
side agencies was maintained, there should 
be no difficulty in securing an annual grant 
of the required sum. 

The Club then passed a resolution “ that 
if the money was forthcoming from the 
Racecourse Betting Control Board the 
scheme should be proceeded with at once, 
but otherwise it should be postponed for 
further consideration.” 

It was not until last November. when Sir 
Clement Hindley, Chairman of the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board, in his speech at the 
Gimecrack dinner, revealed that the 
totalisator's grant to racing “would be 
between £50,000 and £60,000 that the ques- 
tion of Stewards’ secretaries became prac- 
tical politics. 

A special meeting of the Jockey Club is 
to be held in London next Wednesday, when 
it is expected that the appointments will 
be confirmed. 

Mr. J. St. V. Fox was. well known as a 
racehorse owner until a few years ago. His 
horses were trained by J. L. Jarvis at New- 
market. He has often officiated as a local 
Steward, and will bring to his new duties 
a ripe experience of the sport. He is 56 
vears of age, and lives at Girsby Manor, 
Lincoln. 

Captain the Hon. Algernon Howard is a 
brother-of the Earl of Effingham. He is 61 
vears of age, and succeeded Mr. W. J. 
Davidson as Secretary to the Racecourse 
Association two years ago. He served in the 
Great War with the Duke of Lancaster’s 
Own, and won the Military Cross. 

Captain P. K. Campbell has been associated 
with the Racecourse Betting Control Board 
since its inception. For the first four years 
he was in charge of the racecourse totalisators 
in the South of England, and at the 
beginning of 1934 he became Director of 
Operations of the Board. 

He has a thorough knowledge of all 
branches of the sport, and has had many 
years’ experience of ‘racing in India and in 
England. He was Aide-de-Camp to Sir Lee 
Stack in Egypt, and was riding by the side 
of the Sirdar when the latter was assassinated. 
One of the bullets wounded Captain Camp- 
bell.

“Big Five ' Record Deposits 


With the publication of the balance sheet 
of Lloyds Bank it is possible to compile 
aggregate figures showing the experience of 
the ‘‘ Big Five” banks as a whole. This 
has been done in the table below, which 
reveals very clearly the major banking 
trends of the year. Deposits, rising by £95.9 
millions (5.46 pet cent.), stand at the new 
high record of £1,850.4 millions, while ad- 
vances have recovered by a further £26.4 
millions (3.9 per cent) to £704.3 millions. 
Owing largely to rises of £16.2 millions for 
Lloyds and £13.1 millions for Barclays, the 
aggregate bill portfolio has jumped by no 
less than £44.8 millions to £277.3 millions. 
Investments are up by £15.1 millf®ns, at the 
new peak of £520.5 millions. The biggest 
percentage rise in deposits has been achieved 
by Lloyds {/.0 per cent.) and by Barclays 
(7.05 per cent.). In advances, however, the 
largest expansion is shown by the Midland 
(8.2 per cent.), which however, had experi- 
enced a small decline (against the trend) in 
1934. The largest advances expansion from 
the lowest point of the slump is recorded by 
the Westminster (12 per cent.), cempared 
with an average recovery of 7.0 per cent.

Speech : 


BELFASL, Friday. 


te no part of the far-flung Commonwealth 
was the death of King George more 
genuinely regretted than in Northern 
Ireland. His Majesty was recognised as 
a great, wise. and impartial ruler, a con- 
stitutional Monarch above all parties, a 
‘lover of all his pedple, irrespective of creed 
or colour, and one imbued with kindly 
feelings for the poorest in the Empire. 

In his latter years King George became 
more the father of his people than a 
Monarch, and his one desire was to 
eliminate all strife and discord, and to 
weld all the peoples of the Common- 
wealth into a united and compact family 
for the good of each and the progress of 
all. King George showed this clearly 
when he opened the first Parliament of 
Northern Ireland. | 

Those who remember that historic cere- 
i mony in the Council Chamber of the City 
Hall will not forget the earnestness, and 
even tremble, in his voice when he said: 
‘‘T speak from a full heart when I pray 
that my coming to Ireland to-day may 
prove to be the first step towards an end 
of strife among her people, whatever their 
race or creed. In that hope I appeal to 
all Irishmen to pause, to stretch out the 
hand of forbearance and conciliation, to 
forgive and forget, and to join in making 
for the land which they love a new era of 
peace, contentment and good-will.’’ It 
was noble and fatherly advice, and the 
King indicated later his great pleasure that 
these words helped in no small measure to 
bring about the Treaty. It must have 
grieved him, as it certainly did many in 
iall parts of the Empire, that the Treaty 
was not accepted in Ireland “with 
unanimity, for 1t was inspired and born 
of good-will to the Irish people. The sub- 
‘sequent Statute of Westminster made clear 
that the Irish Free State, like all the 
Dominions, were equal partners in the 
Commonwealth of Nations. The appoint- 
ment of the Council of State without a 
British political representative emphasised 
this new status. In Northern Ireland 
the demise of the Crown, for the 
first time since the establishment of 
the Northern’ Parliament, also indi- 
cated the change in status in that 
area. As a subordinate Parliament it was 
not necessary for the members of. Parlia- 
ment to re-assemble within forty-eight 
hours of the King’s death, but they were 
summoned to meet by the Governor when 
the Duke of Abercorn received the pro- 
clamation from the Privy Council in 
London. A meeting of the Northern Privy 
Council was held, at which the Governor 
and members took anew the Oaths of 
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Ulster | 
Northern 


As a result of this stimulating discus- 
sion Ulster people will be more convinced 
than ever of the importance and value of . 
preserving local speech characteristics 
which give colour and vitality to the 
language.. ‘There are many words used in 
Northern dialects which seem strange to 
modern ears, but which, if traced to their 
source, are early Anglo-Saxon words or 
words of Irish origin. It is to be re- 
gretted that when the Belfast Broadcast- 
ing Station’ was opened announcers were 
not appointed who spoke with accents 
characteristic of the North rather than a 
colourful imitation of some of the English 
broadcasting stations. It was suggested 
that this was an attempt to establish 
“ standard English,’’ but anyone who has 
travelled extensively in Great Britain and 
Ireland knows perfectly well that, even 
if desirable, such a scheme is impossible. 
Individualism in speech is a part of per- 
sonality, and it would be rather a 
calamity if Lancashire and Yorkshire, 
Wales and the Highlands of Scotland, 
Northern and Southern Ireland spoke in 
so-called ‘“‘ standard English.’’ Northern 
Ireland has a characteristic speech which 
reflects the personality of the people, and, 
while the worst features of it could be 
modified, it would be a great loss if its 
clear vowel sounds and inflexions were 
eliminated in favour of a nondescript 
sing-song accent which so often passes as 
cultured English. 


The New Crops 


_ During the coming month farmers in 
Northern Ireland will be getting ready for 
sowing the new season’s crops. 

The recent heavy snowfall has retarded 
agricultural operations, but -before the 
show arrived a good deal of ploughing had 
been achieved. The total yield of the hay 
crop in Northern Ireland in 1935 is esti- 
mated at 784,923 tons, obtained from 
424,156 acres, or an average of 1.9 tons 
per acre. The three principal grain crops 
growt in Northern Ireland are oats, wheat 
and barley. Last year there were 272,688 
acres under oats, with a total production 
of 5,205,501 cwt., or an average of 19.1 
cwf. per acre. There were only 9,067 acres 
under wheat, and production totalled 


acre. Barley was grown to the extent of 
3,106 acres, with a production of 63,518° 
cewt.. or 20.4 cwt. to the acre. The acreage 
under wheat increased bv 391 acres. or 4.5 
per cent. ; oats showed a decrease of 7,101 
acres, or 2.5 per cent., and barley an in- 
crease of 672 acres, or 27.6 per cent. 
Northern Ireland is unsuitable clima- 
tically for growing wheat upon an exten- 
sive scale, and oats is the main grain crop. 
The Northern Ministry of Agriculture is 
urging farmers to grow more barley. With

In submitting the balance sheet and profit 
and loss account, I trust you will approve 
the accounts and of the recom:n ndations of 
your Board for the distribution of the. profits.

Th: accounts have been in your hands for 
some days, and the figures, on the whole, 
may be looked upon as satisfactory, consider- 
ing all the circumstances. They vary little 
frem the corresponding items at the end. of 
1934, but, unfortunately, the mean figures for 
both the deposits and the advances for 1935 
were substantially belowethose shown in the 
balance sheet at the 3lst December, 1935, 
and below the corresponding mean figures for 


LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 


Taking the liabilities side of the balance 
sheet first, the figure for capital and rest 
remains the same. Consolidated notes are 
up by some £38,000, due to our issue auto- 
matically going up on the gradual redemption 
of our old issue. Other notes and post bills 
in circulation are up by about £41,000, which 
is more than accounted for by the increase 
in our Northern Ireland issue, due to better 
trade, especiallyNat Christmas time. Govern- 
ment and public accounts are up by £13,300 
and deposit, current and other accounts up 
by some £114,300. 

On the assets side, cash in hands and cash 
at call, at £5,424,050, are up about £169.000, 
and represent 14.12 per cent. of the Bank’s 
direct liahility to the public, including notes ; 
together with the readily realisable assets, 
under the two securities headings, the pro- 
— is 70.00. per cent. of the direct 
iability, showing that the Bank is maintain- 
ing the traditional strength of its liquid 


position. 

Government securities, an item which only 
includes Jrish Free State, British and India 
stocks, is down by about £432,500, while the 
item for other securities, which includes 
Dominion, Colonial and foreign Government 
stocks, as well as Municipal and other secur'i- 
ties, is up by some £607,000. 


REDUCED PROFITS. 


. Advances. ‘to customers, bills discounted, 
etc., are down by £115,400, but, as I have 
already mentioned, the mean drop over the 
past year was considerably greater. Some of 
the fall in the advances cannot be considered 
altogether detrimental, as it was caused by 
the liquidation of certain accounts which had 
become dormant and unsatisfactory in the 
peer of the depression through which we 
ave just passed. The other items do not, I 
think, call for any comment till we come to 
the figure for net profits at £386,594 in the 
rofit and loss account, which is £20,000 
ower. This fall is brought about mainly by 
reduced earnings from investments, and, as 
your Board consider that the cause for this 
fall is likely to continue for some time to 
come, they decided to recommend a pro- 
portionate reduction in the allocation for 
dividends, while strengthening the internal 
geis by placing £100,000 to the reserve 
or contingencies, “which your Board 


still consider advisable. The carry for- 
ward is, accordingly, less by . some 
£3,200. Fortunately, my predecessor fore- 
saw some three years ago that our 


earnings were likely to suffer owing to the 
tendency at that time for money rates to 
drop, and he instituted a Committee to secure 
administrative saving, whose recommenda- 
tions are beginning to bear fruit. The oniy 
other means by which the drop in the average 
vield on our investments can be comvensate } 
for is by an increase in our general business. 
Unfortunately, at the present time, hike 
institutions similarly circumstanced, we ar» 
finding that legitimate opportunities for grant- 
ing fresh banking accommodation to trade and 
commerce do not occour with the frequency 
which would. be welcomed by your Board, 
and that agriculture, though still the principal 
industry, is not in a position to make more 
than a limited use of the available credit. 
Banks on the other side are also feeling the 
effects of low money rates, but- owing to the’ 
improvement in trade they have been able to 
increase their deposits and advances. 


NATIONAL CITY BANK. 


_ During the year, I am happy to say, our 
subsidiary, the National City Bank, continued 
te strengthen its position, and our own 
business has shown expansion in certain direc- 
tions.

disasters abroad. 5 

Industrial development in the Free State 
coutmues to make rapid progress under th 
shelter of the existing tariffs and other foster 
ing agencies, but it is. to be hoped that in 
time the quality of the goods produced in the 
home market will be assured by free choice 
of the consumer. At the moment, the 
difficulty seems to be that there is too much 
competition in some industries, while others 
tend to become monopolies. A satisfactory 
feature of this iv@ustrial development is the 
manner in which the new factories are bemg 
spread. During the year just passed a 
considerable number of factories have been 
opened in Cork and in several other towns 


in the South 
AGRICULTURE. 


Agriculture shows some slight improvement 
over the conditions in 1934, and land in a 
few places is more in demand. This improve- 
ment is attributable chiefly to the Coal- 
Cattle Agreement, and to a lesser: extent to 
the other Trade Agreements with Ger- 
many, Belgium, and Spain. — These Agree- 
ments are, however, a poor substitute 


for healthy, normal trade. and again 


the question of quality has to be considered. 


As most of the activities continue to be sub- 
sidised in some form or other, present con- 
ditions cannot be considered satisfactory, 
and one can only hope that opportunities 
will arise to enable the present subsidies to 
be reduced or removed before the moraie 
and wealth of the country sare permanently 
impaired. 

Transport in the Free State has been 1n a 
state of development, and has seen many 
changes during the year. The improvemeitt 
that has come about in the situation of the 
railways is very marked. 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 


In Northern Treland some industries have 
shown improvement. In shipbuilding only 
one firm is now operating, as the well-known 
firm of Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. 
closed down during the year; some of the 
works were taken over by the remaining 
firm, whose increased output represented one- 
fifth of the total new building in the British 
[sles, They also built the two largest ships 
launched during the year. Unemployment 
figures in this trade are now down to about 
17 per cent. of the workers, and the wage 
bill is ahout £40,000 per week. In the linen 
trade the home market was definitely good 
and the Dominion trade improved, but 
American trade is still lacking. In this con 
nection it must be borne in mind that the 
present value of the output 1s still ont) 
about one-third of the pre-war figure. Ír 
this trade, unfortunately, unemployment, at 
92.3 per cent., actually increased about 2h 
per cent. Manufacturers are still finding 
difficulties about the supply of flax, but the 
percentage of Irish flax used has nearly 
doubled in the year, and the difficulties with 
regard to seed are being got over by the 
operations of the Linen Industries Research 
Associgtion in Norfolk. 
the year the Northern Ireland Road 
Transpo Board has been created to control 
all passeriger and goods traffic in the area, 
and it is anticipated that in a short. time 
the public generally will have efficient. and 
co-ordinated services throughout the area. 

On the whole, the agricultural position 
has improved, and there is a tendency for 
the value of land to increase. Housing for 
the working classes both here and in 
Northern Ireland continues to make satis- 
factory progress. 


SOCIAL CREDIT SCHEMES. 


Students of monetary theory will have 
observed with interest the considerable 
growth in recent years of propaganda in 
favour of social credit schemes. Every 
serious effort to improve the monetary 
mechanism deserves careful study, though 
that mechanism is by no means all impor- 
tant, but it is significant that these social 
credit proposals should have gained so little 
approval from trained economists. The pro- 
paganda launched in different countries tends 
to contain more tempting pictures of hoped- 
for results than satisfactory explanations of 
how those results can be secured. 

The inflationary printing of paper cur- 
rency has been the cause of many disasters 
in the past. On investigation of the social 
credit theory it is difficult to feel confident 
that the untested safeguards which its 
sponsors propose against the dangers of 
inflation could prove effective in operation. 

The Banking Commission has not yet 
finished its painstaking investigations, but 
we can look forward to a very complete and 
instructive report when its labours come te 
an end. 

In conclusion, I cannot speak too highly 
of the loyal co-operation have received 
since coming into office from my colleagues 
on the board, from your general manager, 
and from all the members of the staff.

The ninety-ninth annual ordinary general 
meeting of the Royal Bank of Ireland, 
Limited, was held at the bank's offices, 
Foster place, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. E. Clive 
Brooks, Chairman, presiding. 

The following directors were present :— 
Messrs. John McCann, Deputy Chairman; 
W. B. Carson, James M. Sweetman, David 
Telford, G. A, Stanley, P.C., and David R. 
Mack, General Manager. 

Before the Secretary had read the notice 
convening the meeting, the Chairman rose 
and said:—‘‘Gentlemen, we meet to-day 
under the shadow of a great gloom, and 
before proceeding with the ordinary business 
which we have, in hand I would ask you 
to stand in silence for a moment as a mark 
of our respect, esteem and affection for our 
late beloved Sovereign.” 

The members stood to their feet in silence. 

The Secretary then read the notice con- 
vening the meeting and the auditors’ report, 
after which 

The Chairman said:—Our report and 
balance sheet have been in your hands for 
some time, and, with’ your kind permission, 
we will adopt the usual procedure and take 
them as “' read.”’ | 

While the balance sheet figures do not 
show much change in the aggregate as com- 
ared with the figures at the 3lst December, 
934, the individual items show certain varia- 
tions. The current, deposit’ and other ac- 
counts at £6,415,155 show an increase of 
£171,776. Turning to the other side of the 
balance sheet, the British and Irish Free 
State Government securities at £2,346,788 are 
in excess of the previous year’s figures to 
the extent of £250,354. Bankers’ balances 
and cash at head. office’ and branehes at 
£671,234 are greater to the extent of £96,641. 
The advances on current and other accounts 
at £3,747,525 show a decrease of £165,699, 
as compared with the corresponding figure 
last year. I am sure that one item in the 
balance sheet will be of interest to the share- 
holders, and that is that our reserve fund, 
which now stands at the sum of ,000, 
is equal to the paid-up capital of the bank. 


(Hear, hear.) 
BUSINESS WELL MAINTAINED, 


It will be seen from the foregoing that 
the business of the bank has been well main- 
tained as regards the figures, and more than 
maintained in respect of the number of ac- 
count holders on our books. On the other 
hand, the net profits for the year at £45,583 
show a contraction’ therein of £2,488. ‘The 
explanation of this dimunition of profits will 
be quite apparent to the shareholders, who, 
Í am sure, are aware that we had certain 
increases of expenditure: during the year in 
items over which your directors have no 
control, and which were not compensated 
for by more remnunerative rates obtainable 
in the money market. 

During the year your directers made a 
survey of the different branches, and, arising 
out of this, it was decided to reconvert 
two of the country branches into agencies, as 
it was considered that the volume of business 
did not warrant a full branch. The two 
branches in question were Pettigo, in Co. 
Donegal, which has been operated as an 
agency since the lst November last from our 
Ballyshannon branch, and Ballybay. (Co. 
Monaghan, which has been run by our Castle- 
blayney branch as an agency as from the 1st 
January last. In making alterations of this 
nature, the directors give due consideration 
to the interests of the bank’s customers in 
the particular district affected, and, in both 
these cases, the atténdances at the agency* 
have been arranged so that the bank’s cus. 
tomers in both districts will still enjoy 
efficient banking services. In present-day 
circumstances, with transport facilities such 
as they are, some of the smaller towns’ have 
suffered as shopping centres owing to larger 
towns being brought practically to one’s door 
hy the 'bus service which is operating all 
over the country, 


CONVERSION LOAN. 


One of the outstanding features in regard 
to the financial business of the country was 
the conversion of the First National Loan, 
which, I am pleased to say, was accomplished 
with a suceess which must have been very 
gratifying te those who had undertaken the 
responsibility of carrying through the 
operation. While the direct benefit derived 
from the conversion in a saving of an annual 
charge on the finances of the country was 
substantial, there was a very considerable 
benefit, which I might describe as an indirect 
benefit, in so far as the confidence of - in- 
vestors generally was appreciably increased, 
which was almost immediately noticeable by 
a better tone on the Stock Exchange, and 
home securities developed a much more 
buoyant tendency - In view of the present 
world-wide conditions, it is very gratifyiug 
to see the prices at which Government 
securities stand, and let us hope that the 
Minister for Finance will further stimulate the 
confidence of the investing public in our home 
securities when he comes to deal with his 
next Budget. 


INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE, 


During the year the industrial activities 
continued to develop, which was evidenced 
by the formation of additional companies and 
the starting of new factories, quite a number 
of which commenced production during the 
year; also, those that had been brought into 
existence in the previous year are being de- 
veloped and are increasing their, output. 
which tends to increase employment and 
enable the factors to obtain more prompt 
deliveries of home manufactured articles. 
This should improve as time goes on, and do 
away with the traders’ complaint of the diffi- 


culty of getting their orders promptly 
executed by our home factories. 
AGRICULTURE. 


The position of the agriculturists is still 
such that one cannot view the position and 
introduce into one’s remarks when dealing 
with same any degree of optimism. While 
the harvests have been , satisfactory and 
guaranteed prices operated for certain of the 
produce, the crushing duty on the export of 
our live stock still remains. and, while these 
conditions Tast, this section of our national 
hfe will remain under a cloud, and the 
sticcess obtained in the country’s industrial 
life will be overshadowed ‘by the depression 
in the agricultural life of the State. At the 
moment, the land market is dead, and is 
likely to remain so as long as present’ con- 
ditions prevail. When farms again become a 
marketable asset in the open market consider- 
able benefit will accrue to the State generally. 
Let us hope that the day is not far off when 
the position as regards the agriculturists will 
improve. 

In conclusion, on behalf of myself and my 
co-directors, I take this opportunity of con- 
veying to the staff of the bank our apprecia- 
tion of their services and loyalty in conduct- 
ing the affairs of:the bank in the past. We 
know that the same loyalty, goodwill and 
active co-operation will continue in the future 
in furthering the interests of the bank, 

Before formally moving the resolution, 
which I shall ask Mr. McCann to second, I 
shall be glad to hear any. shareholder who 
has any remarks to make. 

The Chairman proposed, and the Depntv 
Chairman (Mr. John McCann). seconded. that 
the report and statement of accounts be .ve- 
ceived and adonted. The resolution was 
unanimously carried.

THE ECONOMIC WAR 


APPEAL TO ALL PARTIES

The meeting of the Munster and Leinster 
Bank, Limited, was held at the head office, 
Cork, yesterday. 

Senator J. €. Dowdall, LL.D., presided, 
and the other directors present were :— Messrs. 
Edmund Byrne Dillon, Thomas Dennehy 
Hallinan, Charles Eustace Murphy, Sir 
Stanley Harrington and Alfred Robinson 
MacMullen. 

Mr. C. W. Walsh, General Manager, and 
Mr. A. E. Hosford, Secretary, were also pre- 
sent, and there was a representative attend- 
ance of shareholders. ' 

CHAIRMAN'S ADDRESS 

The Chaiman, Senator J. C. Dowdall, 
LL.D., said :—Ladies and gentlemen, before 
proceeding with the business of the day, | 
am sure.it is the wish of our shareholders 
that: we should place on record our deep 
regret at the death of His Majesty King 
George V., and that we should join with our 
Government in extending sincere sympathy 
te the Royal Family. , 

The report and statement of accounts for 
the half-year just ended, certified by the 


auditors, having been in your hands for the 


statutory period, may, I assume, be taken 
as read. | 

The figures which we place before you to- 
day do not differ materially from those of a 
year ago; and | intend, therefore, to be brief 
in my references to them. As stressed at 
recent meetings of our shareholders, the heavy 
burdens in respect of income tax, Corporagion 
profits tax and note issue duty, together with 
the trifling return from money at call and 
the decrease in the yield from investments, 
continue to lessen our profits; but the results 
of the past half-year, which are being placed 
before you to-day, and the very strong posi- 
tion of the bank generally, will, no doubt, 
give satisfaction to all. Incidentally, our 
shareholders, I am sure, note and are fully 
appreciative of the fact that the bank pays 
the full dividend to them without any de- 
duction of income tax. 

THE ACCOUNTS 

The profits: for the half-year, after making 
fullest provision for all bad and doubtful 
debts and for all contingencies that it is possible 
for us to foresee, amount to £69,225. This 
figure is substantially the sanjé as that shown 
for the corresponding period last ‘year, and 
marks a small increase on the é¢arnings for 
the half-year ending June last. Adding a 
balance of £43,494 bruught forward from lest 
account, we are given an available sum of 
£112.730 with which to deal. 

It is now proposed to pay the usual divi- 
dend at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum, free of tax, and, after transferring 
£15,000 to contingencies account, applying 
£5,000 in reduction of premises account, and 
placing £5,000 to Staff Pension Fund, there 
will remain to be carried to next account a 
balance of £42,730. 

Our resources, consisting of deposit, current 
and other accounts, at £24,493,225, have in- 
creased by £212,839, as compared with the 
total at the corresponding date last year. 
During the past half-year the increase under 
this heading amounts to £347,718, and it is 
pleasing to note that this increase is general 
and is well spread out in small amounts over 
our branches. 

The increase is all the more striking having 
regard to the fact that during the past year 
numerous and attractive new issues—totalling 
over £3,000,000—were floated in the Saorstat, 
to subscribe to which our clients drew on their 
banking resources to: no small extent. 

THE CONVERSION LOAN. 

Tn mentioning new issues, the signal success 

of the Conversion of the Irish Free State 


; First National Loan, which took place in 


November last, must be regarded by all who 
have the country’s interests at heart as highly 
satisfactory. It will be recalled that, in 
connection with this Conversion scheme. cash 
subscriptions from the public were invited, 
and numbers of our depositor clients withdrew 
sums to enable them to invest therein. 

On the assets side of the balance sheet 
we continue to show, under the different 
headings, evidence of the strong liquid posi- 
tion of the bank. Our holdings of cash and 
money at call, together with our investments, 
amount in the aggregate to £15,548,961—a 
sum which is equivalent to over 60 per cent. 
of our obligations to the public, including 
our consolidated note issue. 

At £11,404.243, our advances show a re- 
duction of £458,562, as compared with a year 
ago. ' This decrease may, to a certain extent, 
be explainéd by the fact that a few large 
temporary advances in being a year ago 
have since been paid off—mainly owing to 
new flotations. he reduction in the bill 
advances is spread over practically all our 
offices, and may be regarded as an encourag- 
ing omen. 

Jn dealing with the advances, it is desired 
to stress that, as customary, the position of 
all advances has been fully investigated, and 
we are perfectly satisfied that ample pro- 
vision has been made for all debts of a bad 
and doubtful nature. 

IMPROVED AGRICULTURE, 

A review of the past year would appear 
to me to show that a bountiful harvest and 
an increased yield from wheat and beet has 
resulted in some, at least, of our customers 
engaged in agriculture being able to lessen 
their obligations, and, in some cases, to place 
money on deposit at our branches, and this 
is indicated by an analysis of the figures I 
have just put before you. 

From the returns of our clients who are 
engaged in the cattle trade an improvement 
is noticed, and it is hoped that, further 
arrangements will be come to whereby this 
most most important industry receives the 
encouragement and assistance which it merits. 

Bank premises, at £387,169, have increased 
by only a trifling sum during the year. 

There is one other aspect of banking to 
which I would like to draw your special 
attention, a feature to which greater publicity 
should be given, and that is the many advan- 
tages which the public can derive from the 
utilisation of our executor and trustee depart- 
ment. This bank was the first, or one of the 
first, of the Trish. Free State banks to acquire 
powers to deal with executor and trustee busi- 
ness, and it has the additional advantage of 
being empowered, to take out probate itself 
in the British Courts, thus saving expense 


in connection with estates whose personalty 


includes property in Britain. The absolute 
security: as executor and continuity as trustee 
at a.modest fee must, and should, make a 
wide appeal to the general public. 

Before concluding, ladies and gentlemen, I 
shoultl like, on behalf of the Board, to convey 


to the staff our appreciation of their courtesy, 


zeal and efficiency, to which so much of the 
bank's success is due. 

GOLDEN JUBILEE OF THE BANK, 

Continuing, the Chairman said that he 
would like to draw the attention of the share- 
holders to the fact that in the notice conven- 
ing the meeting it was stated that this was 
their one-hundredth  half-yearly | meeting. 
Accordingly, they would see that the bank 
had now. been established fifty years He 
was the junior Director, and had not been 
associated in an active manner in connection 
with the direction of the bank for so long. 
It might accordingly be appropriate that he 
should pay a tribute of testimony to those 
who were engaged in the establishment and 
direction of this bank. (“ Hear, hear.”’) When 
one came to think of it and remembered the 
circumstances under which this bank was 
established one could bear a tribute of testi: 
mony to the faith, the confidence in the future, 
and in the country of those early directors 
and those early shareholders who founded a 


-date very many important commercial under-

results, and in doing so they will help to 


commercial institution, the strength and 
stability of which was reflected in the figures 
he had just read out in the report. He would 
also like to pay a tribute to the senior mem- 
bers of the statf who had helped during a con- 
siderable portion of those fifty years to carrv 
out the policy of the directorate, and who had 
so largely been instrumental in the building 
up of the great success of the concern, and 
the fruits of whose labours the shareholders 
were now enjoying, and which generations to 
come would continue to enjoy.

THE ECONOMIC WAR. 

Mr. Patrick Collins, The Lough, Cork, said 
the tribute paid by the Chairman was very 
well merited. Continuing, Mr. Patrick Collins 
said the figures were not quite so good as for 
the corresponding. period in 1934. but it was 
gratifying to know that the bank was in a 
sound financial position, and shareholders had 
every reason to congratulate the directors on 
being able to maintain the dividend. The 
long-continued economic warfare could not go 
on indefinitely—our public institutions, busi- 
ness concerns, unemployment exchanges, and 
even the banks, were not able to cope with 
the situation. Their profits for the half-year 


just closed at £69,235 were £14,000 
lower than the figure for the half- 
vear ended December, 1932, when the 


figure was £83,300. Those figures were a 
clear indication of their trade and prosperity. 
“Let us again appeal to our leadérs to 
unite,’ he concluded, “irrespective of policy, 
creed or class to bring pressure to bear on 
the Government to put an end once and for 
all to this economic war, with its disastrous

Hill, A.M.I.C.E., Cork, Messrs. Purtill and 
(‘o. were unanimously re-elected auditors for 
the ensuing year. 

In proposing that the thanks of the share: 
holders be tendered to the directors and 
officials for their efficient services during the 
past half-year, Mr. P. Crowley, H.C., Cork. 
said they would all agree that when they 
adopted a similar motion at previous 
meetings their confidence had not been mis- 
placed. as 

Mr. Michael Dorgan, solicitor, seconded. 

Mr. D. O'Connor, Copstown, Mallow., sup- 
porting, referred to the disastrous effects of 
the continuance of the economic war and to 
the scarcity of young caftle, which was, he 
said. responsible for the small increase re- 
cently shown in prices. He called on the 
joint stock banks to use their influence in 
the setting up of a National Government to 
get over their present difficulties, and cited!

EXCESSIVE SPIRITS DUTY 


If the purpose of the Legislature was to 
destroy an established industry and ruin 
those who had invested their capital in an 
honest and legitimate trade, it had achieved 
a remarkable success. 

This statement was made by Mr. Henry 
J. Moloney, K.C., Chairman, proposing the 
adoption of the reports and statement of 
accounts at the annual general meeting of 
the Dublin Distillers’ Company, held in the 
Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, yes- 
verday. ' 

Pleading for a reduction in the present 
excessive duty of 72s. 6d. per gallon on 
whiskey, he expressed the hope that the 
Government ina take to heart the example 
of the United States and reduce the duty on 
spirits. The maintenance of the high duty 
had resulted in many evils. It had fostered 


and promoted the production = and 
sale of illicit spirits’ on a large 
scale. Only recently in County Galway 


a large modern malthouse, fully equipped, 
with immense quantitics of wash and a com- 
plete distilling plant, was discovered, the 


stills working at high pressure when the 
seizure was made, hat was in itself clear 
evidence that illicit distillation was being 


commercialised to the detriment of the State, 
the community and the trade. While other 
industries, said Mr. Moloney, had been 
assisted, helped and petted by the State, and 
people had been introduced to teach them 
new trades and industries, that old-established 
naional industry, which needed no teachers, 
had been taxed to the extent of millions of 
a and so severly taxed that it was 
eing driven out of existence. If it was the 
wish of the majority of the people that the 
industry should be wiped out of existence. 
then let it be done openly and fairly and just 
compensation paid to those suffering by its 
destruction. | 

Referring to the prospects in the United 
States of America, he said that, with internal 
taxes, bottle taxes, special licences, illicit 
distillation, and other regulations, a situation 
had been created inimical to legitimate trade 
on sound business lines. New regulations, 
changing the whole code applicable to 
imports, were in the course of preparation, 
and would soon be promulgated, but nobody 
would contract on a large scale until the 
atmosphere had been cleared and elucidated. 

The chairman mentioned that during the 
year two directors—Mr. L. Marks and Mr. 
A. D. Owen—had retired. He thanked the 
staff for the loyal way in which they had 
co-operated with the board during the year. 

Mr. Leonard Murphy formally seconded the 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. Russell, Dundalk, paid tribute to the 
directors for their work. He said that in 
America and other countries a preference was 
shown to their own domestic spirits, and he 
suggested that the Government of the Free 
State should give a preference tod Irish 
whiskey, and reduce the duty to 50s. a gallon, 
and put their whiskey on the same standing 
as a bottle of stout. 

Mr. Lawlor urged the board to go out for 
an extensive campaign of advertising and 
Press publicity. 

Senator Kennedy said that there: should be 


greater concentration. on the American 
market. Scottish and foreign whiskey 


coming into the country had a distinct advan- 
tags over the native article. 

r. Burgess said that he thought there was 
at present a market for Irish whiskey in 
Great Britain,’ and he wanted to know were 
any steps being taken to get into that market. 

The Very Rev. Canon O'Hare, P.P., 
wanted to know why Scottish whiskey was 
increasing its sales in all countries. He 
agreed with the suggestion about advertising, 
and thought that the proper form of adver- 
tising was through the Press. 

The motion was carried. 

On the motion of the chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Murphy, the retiring director, Dr. 
L. G, Sherlock, was re-elected. : 

On the motion of Mr. Eugene Davy, 
seconded by Mr. Russell, Mr. John T. 
O'Reilly was unanimously elected a member 
of the board of directors. 7
